XcrriMo Scenes That Followed the Rattl« 


of Cold Harbor. 


General Horace Porter, in "Cam- 


paigning With Groat," in The Century, 
tolling of the the tattle of Cold Har- 
bor, says: 


The general in chief realized that,-he 


was iu a swampy and sickly portion of 
the country. The malaria w» highly 
productive of disease, and the Chioka- 
hominy fever vras dreaded Jby all the 
troops who had a recollection of its 
ravages when they campaigned in that 
section of the country two years before, 
The operations had been so active that 
precautions against sickness had neces- 
sarily been much neglected, and the 
general was anxious, while giving tha 
men some rest, to improve the sanitary 
conditions. By dint of extraordinary 
exertions the oampa were well policed 
aud large quantities of fresh yegntablee 
were brought forward and distributed. 
Cattle wero recoived in much bettei 
condition than thcMvwhich had made 
long runrches and had furnished beef 
which was far from being' wholesome. 
Greater attention was demanded in the 
cooking of the food and the procuring 
of bettor water. Dead animals and offa] 
were buried, nud more stringent sani- 
tary regulations wore enforced through' 
out tho entire command. 


What was most distressing at thil 


time was the condition of affairs at the 
extreme front. No one who did not wit' 
ness tho sights on those portions of the 
line whore the opposing troops were in 
exceptionally close contact oan form an 
idea of the sufferings experienced. Stafl 
officeis used to work their way on fool 
daily to the advanced points, so as to 
be ablq to report with accuracy these 
hai'rowing scenes. Some of the sights 
were not unlike those of the "bloodj 
Bugle" at Spottsylvania. Between the 
lines whore the heavy assaults hS3Tbeen 
made there was in some places a dis- 
tance of 80 or 40 yards completely oov- 
eied by the dead and wounded of both 
sides. The bodies of dead were festering 
in tho sun, while the wounded were dy 
ing a torturing death from starvation, 
thirst and lobs of blood. In some places 
the stench became sickening. Every at- 
tempt to make 9, change in the picket 
line brought on heavy firing, as botb 
sides had become nervous from long 
watchfulness, and the slightest move- 
ment 011 either front led to the beliel 
that it was the beginning of an assault 
In the night there was often heavy ar- 
tillery firing, sometimes accompanied by 
muskefay, with a view to deterring the 
other side from attacking, or occasioned 
by false lumors of an attempt to as- 
sault. The men on the advanced lines 
had to-1}0 close to tho ground in narrow 
trenches, with little water for drinking 
purposes except that obtained from sur- 
face drainage. They were subjected to 
the broiling heat by day and the chill- 
ing winds and fogs at night apd bad te 
cat the rations tin at could be got to them 
under the greatest imaginable discom- 
fort.

Much Business Tnmsncted ^Vlthont One 


Privileges of KeprcuontatlveB. 


lu "Tim Country of Ours, "in The 


Century, ex-President Harrison gwes 
this inieiestang view of the workings oi 
congress: "A majority of each house, 
under tho constitution, constitutes e 
quorum for the transaction of business. 
If a quorum is not present and that fact 
is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, busi- 
ness must stop nntil a quoium is secur- 
ed. But the members present are empow- 
ered by (ho constitution ro adjourn from 
day today nud 'to compel tho attend- 
ance of absent, momueis, in snch manner 
and under snch penalties as each house 
maypiovid*.' A groat depl pf business is 
jlone in both the senate and tho house 
when a quorum is not present, tho ab- 
sence of a quoiam not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call. Tho sergeant-at' 
arms is not an Infrequent attendant at 
scci.il leceptious and dinners, but al- 
w ays an unwelcome ono •when he comes 
to demand the attendance of truant sen- 
ators or members upon their respective 
houses. One-fifth of tho members pres- 
ent may demand a vote by yeas and 
nays, and tho yoto must be iceoided m 
the journal which each house is required 
to keep of its proceedings. This journal 
does not include the debates, which are, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Eecord. 


"The senators and members are priv- 


ileged from arrest, except for treason, 
felony or breach of the peace, while in 
attendance upon their respective houses 
pnd while going to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. A member may 
be punished by the house to which he 
belongs for d soiderly behavior, nnd by 
a two-th«ds vote of tho ho\ise may bo 
expelled.'.'. 


A PHYSICIAN ON THE IMPORTANCE 


OF CARING FOR THEM. 


Diapo*lti«u Sometime! Affected 117 Trou- 


ble of tbe Eyesight—Boneflt* of Tiling 


' Properly Adjusted Oliuics — V«ln»W« 


Advice to Parent*. 


About two years ago a lady brought 


two of her sons, nged respectively 9 aud 
11, tome to have their eyes examined to 
see if glasses were needed. She had tak- 
en this step partially on my invitation 
iturt as a matter of precaution, as she 
was well aware that both herself and 
her husband had defective cyesi, and some 
of her children were already wearing 
glasses for troubles which were without 
doubt hereditary. In answer to ques- 
tions about the general health of the 
children, their disposition, complaints 
they made regarding headache, etc., she 
mado the following statement: 
"1 really am puzzled -Ib know what 


to do with the older toy. He seerna so 
irritable and cross after a few dnya a* 
school, and ho always seems to he spoil- 
ing for a fight. His health seems very 
good, with the exception of headache 
after study, but he is not nearly as fai 
advanced in school for bin age as is his 
younger brother." 
' 


After making a careful examination 1 


prescribed glasses for the older one, but 
told the mother that the younger one 
did not need them at the present time. 
Idid not see anything of the children oi 
the mother for six months, at which 
time, when meeting tho mother, she' 
told me the glasses had worked a mar; 
volous change in her son, and he wore 
them constantly and could not bear to 
be without them. He was now picking 
up in his echool work and was bettei 
natured than she had ever known him 
before. 


This child is only one of many thou 


sands in our schools today whorare hav- 
ing their dispositions ruined and art 
called dull and stupid by their parents 
and teachera through no fault of theii 
own. 
Being perhaps born with a de- 


fect in sight, they do not know of anj 
different world from that which they see 
through defective eyes, consequently 
oannot relate their troubles to their par- 
ents, as they are entirely unconsciont 
of their defect. Therefore I wish to em- 
phasize most emphatically that it is the 
duty of all parents and teachera to marb 
very closely any peculiarity that chil- 
dren may have in looking at objects al 
a long distance or close at hand, such as 
squinting their eyes, frowning, looking 
sidewise irom partially closed eyes and 
particularlj regarding the distance al 
which they hold their reading mattei 
from their eyes, for it is natural for a 
child, or for a grown, person, for thut 
matter, who has normal sight to hold 
clearly printed reading matter about IE 
inches from his eyes. Should this be 
varied to any extent, such as drawing 
the reading quite close to the eyes oi 
holding it at arm's length, it is almost 
a sure sign that there is something 
wrong. 


People who have strong eyes usually 


have but little sympathy for those who 
are less fortunate in this respect. 


The necessity of glasses to assist o 


child in school work, which will put 
it on n more even footing with the 
other students, is not appreciated by 
many 
parents 
who are otherwise 


thoughtful and considerate of the wel- 
fare of their children, and wlio are in 
many cases undergoing privations that 
their childreu may secure an education. 
Do not be too ready to judge these chil- 
dren as having a fad for glasses or wish- 
ing to wear them because «omo of then 
playmates do. Setter be a, little over- 
cautious in having tho child's eyes ex- 
amined than to take too much responsi- 
bility in this matter in your own hands, 
for no honest optician will advise you 
to put glasses on a, child unless they are 
sure to prove an advantage.

every ten cases of strabismus (cross eyes) 
existing among children under the age 
qf I? can be wholly cured by the very 
simple and painless method of wearing 
glasses, whereas if this matter is left 
until the child has reached maturity it 
requires a painful operation, which in 
the majority of cases is not altogether 
successful then, for it is not alone the 
matter of appearance that the parents 
are responsible for. But children who 
are cross eyed and allowed to remain in 
this condition any length of time are al- 
most certain to lose tho use of one eye 
wholly or in part, owing to tho length 
of time they are allowed to go in this 
way 
Very few children aie born cross 


eyed, nnd almost every motber will tell 
you that this misfortune was due to 
soma aiokuess. a fall or something of 
the kind which happened when they 
were beginning to walk, when in reality 
the accident or sickness only marked the 
time that the child first began to use its 
eyes to discriminate small objects, and 
the straining of tho eyes to see caused 
them to cross. 


Another reason why many children 


are allowed to grow up cross eyed is be- 
cause physicians in general practice 
have heretofore been so grossly ignorant 
of these subjects that they have in- 
formed the mother that the child would 
probably outgrsw this trouble. This is 
a mistake. Cross eyes are pioduced by 
straining the sight and very rarely, if 
ever, are outgrown. Babies sometimes 
havo the appearance of being slightly 
cross eyed, owing to the formation of 
the lids when they aro very small. 
This, of course, may be outgiown. But 
when parents notice their child's eyes 
cross temporarily when looking at an 
object close at band, oven though they 
remain BO for a few moments only, they 
will use the best of judgment in having 
tho matter investigated at once. Do not 
think that an operation will do away 
with -wearing glasses in these cases, Cor 
ijU.fcbPb almost invariably go with .in

CONGRESSIONAL (JOJl.MITfKKS, 


The full membership of the United 


States Senate is 'two for each of the 45 
States in the Union, making 90 in all. 
In oonseqnence of the failure ot the 
Oregon Legislature to elect a succes- 
sor to Senator Mitchell and the in- 
effectual attempt of the 
Kentucky 


Legislature to choose n Senator to suc- 
ceed Blackburn there are at least two 
vacancies in the Senate. No party has 
a majority, bat the Republicans have a 
plurality which will not be increased 
to a majority even if a Republican 
should be elected in Kentucky. 


In the special session the committees 


of the Senate have not been reorgan- 
ized, though the terms ot several mem- 
bers who were not re-elected expired on 
the 4th of March last. Now a reorgan- 
ization of the committees is proposed 
and to-morrow is set for considering 
the matter in caucus. The Republicans 
have virtually agreed to a proposition 
that they shall fill all places, includ 
ing chairmanships, filled by Repnbli 
cans daring the last Congress. This 
will leave Republicans at the head or 
the important committees, though tbe 
majority of the members of some of 
those committee are not Republicans. 


In the House no change has been 


made in the committees by Speaker 
Heed, though many of the old mem- 
bers were defeated and the Republican 
membership is forty less than in the 
Congress which expired March 4th. 
Tbe House is doing business without 
referring bills to appropriate commit- 
tees, because no new committees have 
been appointed, and the terms of the 
members of the Fity-fourth Congress 
expired with that Congress. The ways 
and Means Committee, however, con- 
tinned to act as it the terms of the 
members had not expired and Mr. 
Dingley, the chairman of the old com- 
mittee, assumed full charge of the 
tariff bill. 


Representative Jerry Simpson ob- 


jects to this mode of procedure and in- 
sists upon having committees ap- 
pointed, bat Speaker Reed claims that 
so long as tbe majority of the House 
is satisfied with tbe present arrange- 
ment it is none of Mr. Simpson's busi- 
ness whether he (Reed) appoints com- 
mittees or not. Tbe Speaker seems to 
be thorongly imbued with the idea 
that the free coinage members have 
no rights which the

_Tlio Mississippi Flood* 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 17.—A crisis 


has arrived ia Northern Louisiana. The 
mighty force of nature baa wou the 
fight. Last night at 10 o'clock workers 
on the levee at Biggs, four miles below 
the delt'i in Louisiana, were horrified 
to see a sadden bulge in their embank- 
ment. A small yellow stream began to 
trickle through the aperture, and a 
moment later there came a crash. The 
Louisiana main system had at lastenc- 
corned to the feaiful onslaught of the 
Mississippi river. A general alarm was 
sounded, and the inhabitants of the 
vicinity began moving their most 
valuable effects. 
In thirty minutes 


the crevasse had increased in size from 
from a dozen feet to fifty yards, and 
the water was pouring through the 
opening with a fearful velocity. There 
is a strip of swamp about two miles 
wide immediately behind the levee 
where the break occurred, and beyond 
that are many of the finest plantations 
of Southern Louisiana. 


Unless the crevasse can be stopped 


the overflowed area will include the 
lower half of Madia on pariah and all 
of Tensas and Coooordia parishes. 
The water will then flow in tha Tenths 
river, and should that stream prove its 
inability to carry the great volume cf 
water into the main channel, the 
flooded area will extend to Fraukliu 
and a part of Oalahonliah parish and 
take the fifth district levee, whore the 
board concentrated nearly n thousand 
men along the Hue of tho levee adjiic- 
to Biggs, this strip having been re- 
garded as one of the weakest points in 
;he entire system. The fnrtile lands 
;Uat will be inundated are in the high- 
est state of cultivation, and the loss 
will be tremendous.

to collect the great khan's duties on this 
river that there passed up stream 200, 
000 vessels in the year, withpnt count- 
ing those that passed down! Indeed, as 
it has a coarse of snoh great length am 
receives BO many other navigable rivers, 
it is no wonder that the merchandise 
which is borne on it ia of vast amour 
and value. And the article in larges 
quantity of all is salt, which is carried 
by this river and its branches to all the 
cities on their banks and thence to the 
other cities in the interior. 


'The vessels which ply on this river 


are decked. They have but one mast, 
but they are of great burthen, for I can 
assure you they carry, reckoning by our 
weight, from 4,000 to 19,000 cantors 
each. In going up stream they have to 
be hauled, for the current is so strong 
that they could not make head in any 
other manner. Now the tow line, which 
is some 300 paces in length, ia made o: 
nothing bnt cane. 'Tis in this way 
They have those great canes of which 1 
told you before that they are some 15 
paces in length. These they take and 
split from end to end into many slender 
strips, and then they twist these strips 
together so as to make a rope of any 
length they please. And the ropes so 
made are stiougte than if theySrere 
made of hemp

Electric Eyes. 


The latest adjunct that science gives 


to the surgical operator is an electric 
eye. 
Strictly speaking, it ia not an eye 


at all, but rather a oort of'searchlight, 
which is usod to aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical operations. 


Oftentimes surgeons are handicapped 


in their work by the fact that they can- 
not see distinctly the parts upon which 
they must operate. Tho formation of 
tho human body is ench that in many 
instances no light can bo put directly 
upon the paitioular part of the human 
anatomy that xis to ko operated upou. 
Thu eye can see to the extent of human 
capability, butia intricate operations, 
however strong ihe light in the operat- 
ing theater may be, the rays lack that 
penetration nnd power of concentration 
so necessary to delicate surgical opera- 
tions. 


Professor Charlc* B. Quimby, of 


Bellcvue hospital, New York, has pat- 
ented this new aid to surgery. From an 
orflinaiy electric light wire a connection 
is made with this device, which fits the 
faco much iy the manner of a pair of 
spectacles. The appliance m itself con- 
sists of two Huall incandescent lamps, 
which arc fl! tod ono above and the other 
below tho cyo of the operator. They ore 
EO adjusted that the rays focus at apoint 
sufficiently Lear the ordinary point of 
visiou to thiow all the power of the 
electric rayh npoD the point desired.

indigestion, poverty of blood and im- 
paired eyesight. The fumes of nitric 
acid make goldsmiths' eyes sore, and 
they get cramps in their fingers from 
catching small screws. Nearly all the 
human beings who suffer from that 
awful disease, glanders, are grooms 


India rubber workers have vory bad 


headaches and great mental depression. 
Paintffifs are poisoned by the lead they 
use so much, and all their muscles, bnt 
especially their wrist muscles, become 
very weak. Photographers get poisoned 
by cyanide of potassium. The dust that 
enters the lungs of potters when they 
are sifting clay interferes so much with 
their breathing that "potter's asthma" 
is a well known disease. Compositors 
get cracks and fissures in tbe lipa und 
small tumors in their months from the 
habit of putting type in tbe mouth, and 
consumption attacks them fiequently 
because of the stooping posture and the 
confined, sedentary life. Politicians are 
greatest sufferers of all, the constant 
dram drinking giving them indigestion, 
jaundice and nervous diseases, killing 
them ot an earlier age than membeis of 
any other profession. Sailors, very sin- 
gularly, suffer greatly from consump- 
tion, owing to the cold and damp aud 
the bad air of the forecastle. Salesmen 
and saleswomea in shops do a lot of 
standing, which gives them varicose 
veins and pains in the feet Cloth scour- 
ers, who inhale benzine and turpentine, 
suffer from headache, lassitude and 
nervousness. Shoemakers get their chest 
pressed in by the last, lose their appetite 
Mid strength and have headaches. Stone- 
cutters' eyes are often injured by the 
eying stone. 


Tea tasters, although they only take 


the tea into the mouth and do not swal- 
low it, become so nervous that they can 
follow their employment for only a pe- 
riod of eight to ten years. The sedentary 
life of lawyers, artists, students and 
literary men gives rise to gout, which 
is said to kill more wise men than fools; 
dyspepsia, which made Carlyle's life 
such a torture, and apoplexy, which 
carries off hosts of great men.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.
